Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-16 drawn to the structure of a system and method for obtaining an image 
of a buried structure in an object, classified in class 382, subclass 128. 

II. Claims 17-22, drawn to the structure of a puncture tool for human tissue for 
puncturing human tissue, classified in class 600, subclass 573.
